Timeliness: The required reference for each benefit claim must be filed during the pendency of the 
instant application and within the later of: (1) four months from the actual filing date of the instant 
application, or the national stage commencement date if the instant application is a national stage 
application under 35 U.S.C. 371; or (2) sixteen months from the filing date of the prior-filed 
application. Failure to timely file the required reference is considered a waiver of any benefit claim, 
unless a grantable petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 37 CFR 1.78(a), the 
surcharge set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(t), and the required reference are filed. See 37 CFR 1.78(a). If the 
filing receipt includes the benefit claim to the prior application, the petition and surcharge would not 
be required. 

If applicant wishes to claim the benefit of the prior-filed international application under 35 U.S.C. 365 
(a), applicant must: (1) submit a proper priority claim in the oath or declaration, or in the foreign 
priority information section of an application data sheet (37 CFR 1.76), in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.63 and 37 CFR 1.55 within the time period set forth in 37 CFR 1.55(a); and (2) comply with the 
other requirements of 37 CFR 1.55.
